The talk of A third party ticket has 


on previous occasions been an influ- 
ence in determining the choice oi a 
nominee. As a matter of fact, thei-j is 
an expectation that Ihe r.-u'road brDtU- 
crhood.s and iajor unions n»:ght aid Xc 
Adoo if he were the nominee of a 
third ticket, though this is partly off- 
set by the fact that most of the labor 
leaders lean toward the wet side of the 
argument and in Xew York state at 
least Governor Smith had had the con- 
fidence and support of labor. 


Third party ideas have been in the 


air for some time and the fact that 
plans now are being made is a sign 


* that the drys know they cannot expect 


to wait till the Democratic convention 
acts. The possibility will have to be 
•weighed also that if the third party 
movement is pretty well under way be- 
fore the democratic national conven- 
tion is held it may prove a boomerang. 
The wets for instance would say that 
there was no use" nominating a dry be- 
cause the eastern states would not sup- 
port him and there is no use expecting 
any dry support unless an out and out 
dry 5s chosen, so there need be in the 
end no hesitation about naming Smith. 
In. other words a bolt of the drys be- 
icre the convention meets would leave 
the wets in complete control. The strat- 
egy of dry organizations will therefore 
be to gain as much strength as possi- 
ble in the regular convention and carry 
on their bolt while the convention is in 
progress, just as did the Bull Moose; 
In 1012.

entered the war, Maitland entered the 
army. He was just 19 years old. The 
air service attracted him and after 
ground training, he was given a com- 
mission, and ordered to Waco. Texas, 
as an instructor. At the close of the 
war he was assigned to Luke 
field, 


Honolulu. 


It was in Honolulu that he met his 


future wife and they were married in 
Washington, in 1922. 


Maitland 
became internationally 


known as an aviator when he broke 
the worlds speed record at McCook 
field at Dayton. Ohio.

I can hear a groan go 
up from the average person living on 
a farm when I mention a working day 
of only eight hours. 


"Anything by way of a welcome

greatest official one. 


His part was one of master diplo 


macy. Every diplomat in

recognizes that fact. 


SEIZED A BIG CHANCE 


He turned French enthusiasm over 


Lindbergh and Lindbergh's 
lonely 


flight to such an 
improvement 
in 


Franco-American relations 
that 
th< 


two peoples now find themselves talk 
ing of a treaty of perpetual peace. 


Lindbergh came when, in the am 


bassador's own words, "the skies weie 
dark and growing darker: unfortunate' 
ly America's prestige here had suffer, 
cd increasingly during the past two 
years, and we at the embassy weie 
worried." 


Out of r.uch dark skies Lindbergh 


landed. There was the new historic 
stampede of tens of thousands of per 
sons who were awaiting him. Police 
and troops were swept aside. Jron 
fences were flattened. Only flying mc-n 
saved "Lindy" from being mobbed. 
They secreted him in a hangar. 


THE PSYCHOLOGICAL MOMENT 
Then in the second-story window of 


the control office of the field, in the 
glare of high-powered motion pictuie 
lights, appeared the familiar figure of 
Ambassador Herrick. He had been 
waiting for hours. The sight of him 
inspired thunderous cheering. Enthu- 
siasm for the flyer and for America bo- 
came one. 


This feeling grew in succeeding days 


like Jack's fabled beanstalk. Xot an 
opportunity was lost bv HerricK to 
cultivate it.

other official duty at, long as Lind- 
bergh remained in France. 


From Le Bour^et flying field, Lind- 


twrjrh was whisked direct ta tho Amer- 
ican embassy. Private individuals in 
Paris had made other arrangements 
for Lindbergh's reception. But the 
embassy took the matter out of their 
iiands. From the moment that the 
wheels of the "Spirit of St. Louts" firtt 
touched French soil, Herrick was the 
stage director. 


DIPLOMATIC VISION AT WORK 
He let newspapers see Lindbergh, 


and let photographers get their pic- 
tures—at the same time asking such 
•estraint as seemed advisable. He show- 
ed no favorism and accorded no spe- 
cial privileges. 


From v countless demands on Lind- 


jergh's time, the ambassador selected 
those most likely to help 
Lindbergh 


and achieve useful results. 


Lindbergh nearly always was seen 


with Herrick at his side. This was a 
severe physical strain on the ambas- 
sador, who is 73. But he never falter- 
ed. 


Lindbergh, the hero, played his part

BUSINESS IN GOVERNMENT 
By a vote of about live to one Indianap- 


olis has adopted a proposal to install the 
city manager system of government there 
Tan. 1. 1930. Why the city should wait 
more than two years before putting the 
change into effect we do not know, but 
that is of small importance. The fact that 
it is to go to the managerial form is the 
thing of real significance. Gradually but 
surely Americans are coming to the frame 
of mind which demands business rather 
than political administration of local gov- 
ernment. Up to the first of the year 356 
cities had gone over to managers, placing 
municipal administration on practically 
the same basis as that of a private busi- 
ness corporation. Very few which have 
tried the plan have abandoned it. 
The 


best governed cities in the United States 
use it. and as a class they are distinctly 
the most progressive cities. 
' Such large and enterprising cities as 
Cleveland. Cincinnati. Kansas City. Day- 
ton, Grand Rapids. Sacramento, Fort 
Worth. Miami, and now'Indianapolis are 
among the larger cities which conduct 
the business side of municipal govern- 
ment with a general manager. In Canada, 
Montreal leads the movement. Uniformly 
the system has given a good account of 
itself. It continues to spread despite its 
vigorous opposition by politicians. Even- 
tually it or something akin to it will pre- 
vail in practically all American cities, for 
the simple reason that the people cannot 
afford to do otherwise. They cannot af- 
ford to handle so extensive a business as 
municipal government in the slipshod, ex- 
travagant, wasteful ways it is now man- 
handled by politicians, merely for the 
sake of giving men of popularity and 
their hangers-on employment/ and of 
satisfying their -ambitions. Too much is 
involved to the taxpayers and to the in- 
terests of the municipality. We pay a 
heavy price for petty and foolish politics, 
but some day we will come to our senses 
and stop it. Some day we shall demand 
that public business be conducted like 
private business.

ot a scientific way. That is. he has persuaded the 
atient to cut out all or most of the carbohydrate 
rom her diet—starches and sugars. This is certain- 


the quickest way to bring about relief from many 


f the ills produced by overeat ins. 
Eut there _is 


ome doubt, in my mind whether it is wise to cut 
he carbohydrate too drastically if the patient is not 
onfined to bed. I have a crude notion that such a 
olicy may predispose to acidosis. and that is more 
toxic in the blood" than whatever this eood wo- 
man already had. But I do not mean to censure 
ho osteopathic physician's treatment—he has ac- 
omplished something for the patient in relieving 
or sick headaches, and he deserves credit for that, 
n spite of his narrow pathism.

ut regard for sick headaches, or for hlsrh blood 
ressure. or 
for hot flashes or for shortness of 


reath or for a score of familiar complaints of mid- 
le asred folk who like their eats and dislike muscu- 
ar work, it is still a srood sound principle to hop 
board an accurate scale occasionally and when the 
ccursed indicator sujrcests that one is emulating 
he ho?, to try going; without lunch or taking only 
ne snoon of sujrar in one's coffee instead of three 
r passing tip the breakfast cereal or conserving the 
potato supply or eliminating the eggs for a few 
veeks. 


Mrs. J. K. attempts to tell me about her joints- 
say she attempts it. There's another very good 


eason for the practice of temperance 
in eating, 


^et's not try to name her joint disease—that's a job 
or her physician. But it is impressive, the number 
f people who report-relief of such joint disease af- 
er a reasonable period of retrenchment in eats.

Washington, D. C. — The direct 


>rimary as the dominant 
form of 


nominating candidates for public of- 
fice in this country is not likely to 
be done away in the immediate fu- 
ure as a resit of the somewhat wide 
demand for a. return 
to the conven- 


ion system. The primary will live for 
some time in any event, but If it is 
to survive permanently more pro- 
gress must be made 
in 
correcting 


some of its obvious defects than has 
>een made' in the past. 


Accompanied by the long ballot, by 


the spoils system in state govern- 
ment, by ineffective party leadership, 
and by staggering campaign expendi- 
tures, the primary is not 
likely 
to 


stand. 


The specific improvements 
which 


must be made before it can be hoped 
that it will work satisfactory are the 
reorganization of state and 
county 


governments to the end of shorten- 
ing the ballot, the extension of the 
merit system in public employment, 
the development of paity unity and 
leadership through the party confer- 
ence and party 
managing 
commit- 


tees, and some 
effective 
means of 


limiting campaign funds and regulat- 
ing campaign expenditures. 


These are the conclusions set forth

Numerous charges are 
brought 


against the primary by those who 
seek to supersede it by the old con- 
vention system of selecting candid- 
ates. The more important of these in- 
dictments are that the primary weak- 
ens or destroys party responsibility, 
that it produces inferior 
candidates, 


that it places too great a burden upon 
the voter, that it is too expensive, 
that it fails to bring out a large vote, 
and that it does not provide effective 
means of party compromise and con- 
sultation. 


As to the special merits claimed 


for 
the 
primary, 
Charles 
Evans 


Hughes' address 
to the 
National 


Municipal League in 921 is cited:- 
4^It places a weapon in the hands 


of the party voters which they can 
use with effect in case of need. They 
are no longer helpless. This fact puts 
party leaders on their best behavior. 
It is a safeguard to the astute _and 
unselfish leader who is endeavoring 
to maintain good standards in line 
with public sentiment. It favors a dis- 
position 
not 
to 
create 
situations 


which arc likely to 
challenge and 


test. 


"The fact of this control gives to 


the voters a consciousness of power 
and responsibility. If things do not 50 
right, they know that the trouble lies 
with them. The importance of this 
assurance should not be overlooked in 
any discussion, .of the apathy of the 
electorate." 


"But" she adds, "the primary docs 


not act' automatically: the voter must 
use his weapon if he wishes it to be 
effective.

Brown Swiss breed of cattle, Mr. Rohm 
said: 


"The Brown Swiss is the coming 


breed of cattle in this country. W 
are here because we love the Browr 
Swiss cow. We, believe that she wil 
be feeding the babies of tills country 
soon. "Wherever she has been trie 
out, this type of cow has made gooc 
Out of eight Brown Swiss cows official 
ly tested, four made 1,000 pounds o 
butter each. 
This record cannot b 


beaten by any other breed, and yet les 
than 10,0000 Brown Swiss cows are in 
the-United States at the present time. 


"One reason why I favor this breei 


is that there are so few Brown Swis 
in this country and the demand will be 
great for years to come. It took me 
nine years to decide on the Brown 
Swiss breed for my own use. I waite< 
just nine years too long but even afte: 
the close of that period, I scoured thi 
county and could find no animals fo: 
sale. As a last resort, I went to Wil 
liam Hurst and informed him that 
must have six Brown Swiss, heifer 
calves. Mr. Hurst replied tha£ he did 
rot have six calves or any calves fo: 
sale. I then bought the six calves from 
this breeder before they were born. I 
have six Brown Swiss animals now 
but I wish I had a dozen. 


BREED INSURES SUCCESS 


"The dairyman who takes up Brown 


Swiss cattle before long will do well 
Mr. Hurst has lately sold his entire 
herd of 21 animals to Emil Schmidt 
Manitowoc. You never hear of breed 
; ers of other kinds of purebreds making 


a. sweeping" sale like that. But Mr 
Hurst will soon begin developing an- 
other herd of Brown Swiss. He would 
not have sold his herd for any other 
reason than he got his price. 


"When we have good cattle for sale 


—something that will stand -up—we 
too should get our price. We should

surplus animals. 
• "The Brown Swiss cow is the coti 
for the farmer.

In his talk, Mr. Amundson said: 


"Your exhibit at the Seymour fair Ias1 
•fall did more to advertise your breed 
of cattle and what you are doing than 
anything you could do. Your organ- 
ization at work at the fair, the man- 
agement, your separate tent, and your 
excellent display of cattle, did the 
work. 


"As there is-no prettier animal In 


the world than the Brown Swiss calf, 
I suggest that this fall you pick out a 
few of your calves, train them to lead, 
and that you also select four or five 
boys and girls. 10 or 12 years of age. 
dressed in Swiss costumes, to lead the 
calve around the grounds and past the 
grand stands. You might also have the 
march made to Swiss music and your 
experts might do some Swiss yodellng. 
"I am positive that the exhibit you

of purebred Guernseys, the Knutsons 
purchased 
their first purebred cow, 


BIndla. in 1913. of Uosmcr Rundcll. 
Livingston. "While the Knutson own 
ed this cow. she made a production 
record of 3.000 pounds of milk and -520 
pounds of butterfat for each of four 
years. The sire of this cow was Gold 
«n Ann's Fcmwood of Homestead. Her 
dam was Madra Lu. from the herd of 
O. T. Kcmington. South Mound. 


The first purebred sire owned by 


the Knutsons was Frank of Nelson- 
villc. purchased of D. O. Dosend, Nel-' 
sonville. Bindia produced two female 
and seven male calves, but about the 
time the sire was bought the herd be- 
came infected with abortion and most 
of the animals had to be disposed of 
in the cleanup.

The 12 cows are no«- 
producing 360 rounds of milk daily. 
Th« average amount of butterfat for 
a year for cows of all ages in the herd 
is 300 pounds.

"Butter buyers operated cautiously 


During the second week and 
up to 


June IS the markets 
were nervous 


and unsettled. During the past week 
ending June 23. a slight improvemen 
took place and the market closed stea 
dy to firm. The outstanding feature 
of the butter markets is the lack o 
speculative demand which, 
during 


June, is almost necessary in order to 
provide a healthy active market. The 
explanation lies in the fact that during 
the month of June production exceeds 
the consumptive demand, a fair vol 
ume of speculative business being: ne 
cessary to keep dealers' floors clear 
As a result of inactive trade 
during 


most of June, receivers were sending 
a large percentage of their arrivals to 
the freezeres being anxious to avoic 
taking losses which would be incurrec 
by selling at current levels of prices 
For the past several weeks the market 
on centralized cars was sluggish. Ar- 
rivals on the large markets were mov- 
ed with difficulty and a considerable 
amount of centralized butter went to 
the freezers being anxious to avoic 
higher than last year at this time. 


BUYERS HESITATE 


"The U. S. Bureau of Agricultural 


Economics reports that interest 
in 


grass cheese for storage purposes has 
failed to meet expectations. Storage 
buyers have hesitated during the past 
few weeks. Cheese prices are about 
2^3 cents higher than last year. 


"Improved shipping demand offset 


the effect of increased hog supplies re- 
sulting in approximately 50 per cent 
more hogs being taken out of the Chi 
cago market on eastern shipping or- 
ders for the first four days of the past 
week than for the corresponding pe- 
riod a week earlier. The increase in 
prices as compared with the previous 
week ranged from 15 to 50 cents. Hog 
prices $5 lower than last year at this 
time. 


"Sharp declines in prices occurred 


daring the past week on the 
cattle 


markets. The declines ranged from 23 
cents to 51. Grass co\vs and heifers 
got the sharpest bump of the year. 
Cattle prices are 70 cents lower than 
last year."

AMUNDSON SUGGESTS 


METHOD TO COMBAT 
PLANTJOUSE PEST 


Numerous Reports of Pres 


ence of Insect Made to Ag 
ricultural Agent 


Farmers throughout Outagamie-c< 


have made numerous reports to Rob 
ert. Amundson. county agent, of th 
presence of a parasitic pest known .IF 
the aphis or plant louse which is do 
ing considerable damage to trees 
plants and bushes. 


Tho pest is about the size of a 


mosquito and appears in various col 
ors, light g;reen. black and some 
times white. It is generally found on 
the underside of leaves where it suck 
the juice of the plant, causing it 
ti 


wither and sometimes die. The farm 
ers are seeking an effective means o 
combatting the ravages of the pest. 


Apple, plum, and cherry trees, cur 


rant bushes and almost every specie 
of garden plants, house plants an< 
rose bushes all suffer from the activi 
ties of the pest. 


The former method of combattin; 


the pest, Mr. Amundson said, was t 
saturate the affected plant or bus! 
with a solution or soap and water o 
soap, water and kerosene emulsifiec 
The latter method proved fairly satis 
factory when the mixture held togeth 
er, but spraying with it had to be at 
tended by constant stirring. 


USE NICOTINE SULPHATE 


The method now advised by Mr 


Amundson is to take a 40 per cen 
"nicotine sulphate" solution and ad< 
about one-half pint of the 40 per cen 
solution to every 50 gallons of water 
Two pounds of soap 
complete th 


remedy. 


If the liquid method is not desirable 


the sprayers may use the 
powdei 


composed of the same solution that is 
shot from spray guns.

Prof. William L. Crow, proprietor of 


the Crow's Dairy farm, route 4, is one 
of the few men in Outagamic-co who 
are experimenting with Sudan grass 
and soybeans as emergency hay crops, 
and with commercial fertilizer on corn. 


He sowed 12 acres with mixed Sudan 


grass seed and soybeans at the rate of 
ono and three-fourths bushels of Man- 
chu beans and ten pounds of the grass 
seed to the acre. In another field, he 
sowed an acre and one-half of soy- 
beans and sweet clover for hog pas 
ture. He also planted soybeans with 
corn in an eight acre field, and used 
the commercial fertilizer 2-12-2 on a 
thirty acre cornfield, skipping rows 
here and there for checking purposes. 
Professor Crow seeded eight acres of 
oats with sweet clover and eight acres 
of oats and four acres of barley with 
Alsike clover. 


S. E. Sommers, manager of the 


Crow's Dairy farm, has had three 
years' experience in the raising, of 
Sudan grass and soybeans and in the 
use of commercial fertilizer in corn- 
fields on Pabst Stock farm, near Ceo- 
nowowoc.

While both Ruth and Gehrig are 


sluggers extraordinary, there is a de 
cided difference as to their stance as 
well as their style of batting. 


Gehrig really gets just as much dis- 


tance to his drives as Ruth, but a 
home run 
by the Babe travels a 


greater distance, as a rule, than a 
Gehrig clout for the circuit. 


Ruth hits under the ball more than 


Gehrig: as a result, there is more al- 
titude to ' his home runs than those 
of his rival. Ruth gets tremendous 
height 
as well as distance 
to his 


clouts.

stadium I saw Ruth hit a home run 
into the right center, field bleachers. 
It was a towering fly ball that seemed

But 1 
did not dream how bizarre and mys- 
terious a case could be until I en- 
countered this. I claim no credit for 
the narrative. I have merely visual- 
ized and tried to put down in as dra- 
matic a fashion as possible what I saw 
and what I heard from the lips of per- 
sons whose authority was unquestion- 
ed.Some few persons who read Spanish 
or Portuguese may have seen some 
mention of the case in South American 
newspapers: others will not have done 
so for nations naturally try to sup- 
press news of the calamitous or hor- 
rible, just as the official communiques 
during the -war suppressed the news 
of defeats.
